the Agency was letting them "get our goat.'' He stated that he 
agreed with the idea of withdrawal in the face of violence but that 
we should not withdraw as a general practice.

He 
considered that the decision to recruit at a federal building off 
campus was a good policy.

At this point, Col. White explained that the Agency does not 
like to withdraw from the campuses and explained that we are 
flexible and will continue to go to those campuses where we can 
do so without drawing too much publicity. Col. White stated that 
the Agency is willing to send individuals to speak to campus groups 
provided publicity can be avoided and that we cannot be accused of 
trying to influence public Opinion,

The general consensus of Opinion with respect to suggestion 
that we might continue to recruit on campus without announcing our 
schedule beforehand was that this is not a good idea, 


4. General statements made by certain Associates. 


~ We should publicize wherever 
possible more examples of favorable CIA actions such as the 
Agency's role in the Cuban missile event. 
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- Stated it would be a mistake to 
ignore the small minority of demonstrators because they are but 
the ''tip of an iceberg.'' We should guard against taking any action 
which might cause more students to Swing to the radical side, 


~ Stated that bringing in police 
from the outside to quell a student demonstration is very poor 
policy and often induces other students to join the ranks of the 
demonstrators. 


eS Stated theze has 
been evidence of massive dissent on the part of the majority of 


students whenever the radical student elements become too violent 
or objectionable. 
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speakers are specialists 
and deal with specific subjects, i.e, 5 
miniaturization, machine instructions 
and so forth).
